NEW YORK, Jan. 12—The con-

‘Judge Ryan’s ruling was an- 
rrounced as he denied a defense 
motion to dismiss all 11 counts 
of the indictment. The motion 
was one of several made by 

' George Wolf, Costello’s attorney. 
Wolf made the motions after the 
Government rested its case 
against the gambler. Only four 
witnesses were called for the 
Government. 
_ Jury May Get Case Monday. 

The jury was excused until 
Monday. There was a possibility 
that they might get the case to 
decide on that day. 

Judge Ryan said he gave the 
ruling that Costello’s constitution- 
al and civil rights remained un- 
disturbed as a matter of law. 

“It is still left to the jury to 
determine as a matter of fact 
whether the witness was unable 
to testify because of his mental 
or. physical condition resulting 
from the surroundings,” Judge 
Ryan added. 

Wolf contended that the Fifth 
Amendment, which forbids the 
“deprivation of life, liberty and

Excuse Forfeited. 

Judge Ryan ruled also that 
Costello had forfeited legal re- 
course to constitutional privilege 
as an excuse for withholding in- 
formation about his finances. 

Only four of the 11 contempt 
counts .were affected by the 
court’s ruling eliminating the plea 
of self-incrimination as a de- 
fense. Three concern his “walk- 
outs” without permission after 
asserting he was too ill to testify. 
Another four are based on ques- 
tions about his political ties, 
which he answered after once re- 
fusing. 

In his motion for a directed 
verdict of acquittal, Wolf argued 
that the nature of the questions 
put by the Senate investigators 
to his client to determine his net 
worth and details of his total 
liabilities and assets, were of such

PARIS, Jan. 12 (AP)—Russia’s 
Andrei Y. Vishinsky made in the 
United Nations today what he 
called a new proposal for atomic 


bomb* control. It called for a 
simultaneous bar on atomic weap- 
ons and for international control 
of atomic energy on a “continu- 
ing basis.” He called this a “tre- 
mendous and momentous step 
forward” and challenged the West 
to match his action. 

Vishinsky also renewed his de- 
mands for urgent consideration 
of the Korea issue and called for 
an immediate cease-fire, with the 
opposing forces to withdraw from 
the thirty-eighth farallel in 10 
days. He called for the withdraw- 
al of all foreign forces and volun- 
teers from Korea in three months. 

The Soviet Union demanded in 
1948 the conclusion of simul- 
taneous conventions prohibiting 
the atomic weapons and setting 
up controls. That was rejected by 
the General Assembly at that time 
—but Vishinsky insisted today his 
proposal for simultaneous prohi- 
bition and control was completely 


er the General 

adopted over his bitter objections 
a plan designed to meet the threat 
of aggression arfywhere in the 
world through collective. The 
vote on the anti-aggression plan, 
which would empower the As- 
sembly to call on regional military 
forces to help it put down aggres- 
sion, was 51 to 5, with three ab- 
stentions. 

The Assembly also voted 57 to 
0 with two abstentions in favor of 
a high-level meeting of the U.N. 
Security Council on cold war is- 
sues when the time seems right. 

Vishinsky offered his proposal 
in what he said was an attempt 
to meet the demands of the West. 
Ambassador Ernest A. Gross, for 
the United States, said his delega- 
tion would study it carefully. 

Explains ‘Continuing Control.’ 

Vishinsky, in a two-hour speech, 
explained more completely than 
ever before the meaning of “con- 
tinuing control.” Today was the 
first time he had reaffirmed these 
proposals in a major resolution 
and he appar«ntly did it in re- 
sponse to repeated Western re- 
fusals to accept prohibition with- 
out control. 


He said the Russians want to | 


reach agreement on the atomic 
issue and so “were removing the 
last obstacles to agreement.” 

He repeated his previous de- 
mands for a world disarmament 
conference, but suggested the 
date be pushed back from June 
1, 1952, to July 15, 1952. Yester- 
day the Assembly created a West- 
backed disarmament commission 
and instructed it to begin work 
quickly on proposals to regulate, 
limit ard balance reduction of all 
armed ferces in the world. 

One apparent concession today 
was Vishinsky’s acceptance of the 
name of the new disarmament 
commission as created by the U.N. 
instead of the long name he fa- 

vored—a Commission for Atomic 
Energy and Conventional Arma- 
ments. These were the modifica- 
tions he promised last night, when 
he said he hoped for their ap- 
proval. 

Vishinsky’s Rewording. 

“We want to propose,” said 
Vishinsky, “that our previous pro- 
posals be re-worded as follows:

GROUND FIRE TaDNS 13; 
12 MIGS ARE SHOT DOWN 


Losses for Seven Days Far Above Recent 
Average of 10— On Increase Since 
Ground War Slowed.

SEOUL, Korea, Jan. 12 (AP)— 
The Reds knocked down three 
Sabre jets in air combat and 
blasted 13 other United Nations 
planes out of the North Korean 
skies with ground fire in the week 
ended Friday. It was the costliest 
seven-day period for U.N. air 
forces since the war began. 

The Allied planes shot down by 
ground fire were four Shooting 
Star jets, four Mustangs, three 
Thunderjets, one B-26 light 
bomber, and one Marine Corsair 
fighter. 

The Fifth Air Force said U.N. 
jets in the same period shot down 
12 Russian-made MIG-15s and 
damaged 14 in aerial battles. Red 
planes have not yet ventured 
within range of U.N. ground fire. 

The 16-plane loss was far above 
the recent weekly average of 
about 10 planes lost to Red planes 
and ground fire. The weekly aver- 
age since last spring has been 
about seven planes lost, an Air 
Force spokesman said. 

Losses have been gradually in- 
creasing since the ground war 
slowed down and United Nations 
offensive action was shifted to the 
Air Force. 

Far East Air Forces, in its 
weekly summary Saturday, gave 
these figures of Communist jet 
losses since the war began: 201 
destroyed, 51 probably destroyed 
and 325 damaged. 

Figures for Red aircraft of all

U.N. plane losses from. ail 
causes exceed 900. The Air Force 
said in Washington that Air Force, 
U.N. and Marine shore-based avi- 
ation units have lost approximate- 
ly 400 planes of all types. The 
Navy reported that 532 Navy and 
carrier based Ma~ne planes were 
lost through Oct. 1. 

The Navy said its losses includ- 
ed 215 from enemy action. The 
Air Force gave no similar break- 
down. 

United States Sabre pilots 
sighted 200 MIGs today but only 
about half ventured across the 
Yalu boundary between Manchuria 
and Korea. Three brief jet fights 
took place but no damage claims 
were made by the United States 
pilots.. 

Yesterday the Reds put 280 
planes in the air and five of them 
were shot down. 

Last night a full moon allowed 
Communist truck drivers to travel 
without their lights. As a result 
night-flying U.N. pilots spotted an 
“abnormally low” number of 
trucks, the Air Force said. Pilots 
claimed destruction of 33 of the 
260 vehicles they attacked.

'Discovery Narrows Area 
Being Combed by 
Planes and Vessels — 
Seas Subsiding. 


Jan. 12 (AP)— 
Spurred by the finding of debris 
and floating cargo, air and sea 
searchers pointed today toward 


spot where the freighter Penn- 
_sylvania and its 45-man crew last 
_were heard from Wednesday. . 

The floating material, sighted 
by both aircraft and surface ves- 
sels, was found in a region 24 to 
34 miles south and southeast of 
the last knewn position of the dis- 


abled ship, Yokohoma-bound from 
Seattle. 

It included a hatch cover, lum- 
ber and plates, boxes, drums and 
an oil slick. The material was 
seen just before dark yesterday 
from the Canadian weather ship 
Stonetown and from a Cruising 
Coast Guard plane. 

It resulted in immediate change 
of plans, cutting down the search 
area from the 10,800 square miles 
covered yesterday to a 60 by 60 
mile (3600 square miles) area to- 
day. 

Search planes converged over 
the region at daybreak, dividing 
the sector into three sections. 
They were to sweep the area for 
three hceurs, then give way to 
other planes. 

Six ships already are cruising 
in that region in the widespread 
search. 

Moderating seas and warmer 
weather were seen as major help 
in the task of finding the crew- 
men who took to their lifeboats

BRITISH FEAR IRAN’S 
PREMIER SEEKS TO 
BREAK RELATIONS 


LONDON, Jan. 12 (AP)—Brit- 
ish officials speculated today that 
Iran’s Premier Mohammed Mos- 
sadegh may be trying to break 
diplomatic relations with Britain 
to divert some of the political fire 
he is under at home. 


This comment: came after an 
extraordinary exhibition of diplo- 


both British and Iranian officials 
refused to accept formal com- 
munications from each others’ 
governments, 


Officials here say they believe 
Mossadegh is seeking some sort 
of diplomatic crisis to rally sup- 
port for his nationalistic leader- 
ship. The aged leader has been 
criticized in Iran's Parliament for 
such things as the Government's 
monetary troubles following na- 
tionalization of the Anglo-Iranian 
Oil Co., and for speeding up the 
holding of national elections. A 
no-confidence motion challenging 
his policies is due for debate in 
Parliament Jan, 22.

Unusual Range Not Needed. 

A weapon used tactically on a 
war front would not need unusual 
range, only to hit enemy 


or concentration points close be- 
hind the lines. The huge power 
of an atomic explosion thus would 
not be required to propel the 
atomic-charged shell from thé 
gun. 

Gen, J. Lawton Collins, Army 
chief of staff, said in a radio in- 
terview last month that artillery 
capable of firing atomic missiles 
has been tested. He said that 
didn’t mean “it has béen tested 
as an atomic weapon; it doesn't 
have to be.” 


That seemed to point pretty 
definitely toward the idea that 
the model which Congressmen 
saw yesterday, probably was not 
too radical in design, except per- 
haps for the bore and length of 
its tube.

CAIRO, Jan. 12 (UP)—British 
troops reinforced by a company 
of Coldstream Guards and by 
four Centurion tanks battled 
Egyptian guerrillas today near 8 
Suez Canal zone railway station. 

The fighting broke out just as 
a mine exploded on the railway 
tracks nearby and wounded two 
British soldiers. They were among

Bullets whipped across the 
railroad yards and into the sta 
tion.

Fighting continued all 
morning and into the afternoon, 
(The Associated Press reported 
one Cameron Highlander was 
killed.) . 
As the fighting progressed, the 
British moved in the tanks to 
spearhead action by two com- 
panies of Coldstream Guards. 
Two Egyptians were reported 
captured. : 
According to reports reaching 
British canal zone headquarters, 
the guards also were dug in on 
the southern bank of the Sweet+ 
water canal, ready to open fire 
with “heavier weapons.” 

The brigadier commanding the 
guards unit rushed to the scéne. 
He was not immediately identified. 
Other Egyptians were said to 
have fired on a British Royal Air 
Force convoy forming at the vil- 
lage of Abu Seir. One driver was 
wounded slightly. A paratroop 
company was sent to search the 
house from which the fire came. 

The British, meanwhile, made 
another pre-dawn raid on a vil- 
lage in the Abu Seir area in 
search of snipers. 

Sources in Cairo reported that 
Abdel Fattah Amr Pasha, re- 
called as Egyptian ambassador to 
Britain to become King Farouk’s 
foreign affairs adviser, may £0 
to the United States on a “special 
mission.”

Two men wanted for the $6783

Hostetter said it was learned 
Rickett, a tuckpointer working in 
nearby Mexico, Mo., cashed his 
pay checks at the Laddonia bank 
in order to learn the locations of 
the vault and teller’s cage. He 
said the robbers used two auto- 
mobiles and a truck in driving to 
and away from the bank, chang- 
ing vehicles three times in order 
to avoid detection. Rickett drove 
the truck in which the loot was 
finally traced to St. Louis, Hos- 
tetter said. The money has not 
been recovered.

A t Way Out in the Middle East 


To. the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


his articles from the Middle East 
Stewart Alsop appears to, have been 
deeply affected by the anti-West views 
he,encountered in the Arab capitals. 
the Arab states are in the impos- 
si condition he describes, and if their 
irrational obsession with Israel is as 
as he has been led to believe, 
and if it is bound to lead to another 
Israel-Arab war which “would spell dis- 
aster to Western interests,” it is obvi- 
ously unwise on our part to court such 
disaster by squandering vast sums of 
money to bring about the Arab rearma- 
ment that would provide the spring- 
hoard for that war. Mr. Alsop presents 
as. inevitable precisely those aspects of 
the dilemma which are the most fatal. 
ut he attempts to strengthen his 
major conclusion, which is most depres- 
sing, by proving that the alternatives 
aré ‘still worse. 


After a reference to the “bitter sus- 
picion” of the Arabs that sooner or later 
the United States will “abandon the 
whole Middle East in favor of Israel” 
(Without saying just whose fear or ab- 
efration this may be) he. then echoes 
the® portentous threat that the whole 
Middle East will be drawn into the 
- Soviet bloc. 

We are surprised that an experienced 
journalist such as Mr. Alsop does not 
distinguish between partisan frothing 
at the mouth and political reality. 

Every Arab politician who represents 
the ruling cliques, absentee landlords 
or feudal parasites from whom the lead- 
ership is drawn, realizes his whole class 
would be ground to powder if the Mid- 
dle East “entered the Soviet bloc.” 

Such political statements coming from 
the Arab world should be recognized for 
what they are—strained and exagger- 
atéd threats. 

“Mir. Alsop’s objection to American 
“favoritism” as demonstrated by the al- 
location of the same sums by the United 
States through its Mutual Security Aid 
Program to both Israel and the Arab 
states, although the latter “have the 
oil, and the immense majority of the 
population,” really obscures the point. 


One of the thorniest pi Se the 
Arab economy is that it cannot at pres- 
ent.properly absorb even the funds be- 
ing granted. Representatives of the 
State Department have indicated that 
the Arab states are not yet in a position 
to ebsorb larger sums; their absorptive 
capacity for outside capital must grow 
frecisely as creative large-scale projects 
get under way. 

Besides, does it mean nothing to own 
azimost half the world’s oil reserves? It 
is Israel which has nothing but its hu- 
man resources in which ‘to invest, and 
which can do something creative with 
the money granted immediately—thus 
incidentally lightening the burden that 
would otherwise be constituted for the 
world at large by the hundreds of 
thousands of Jewish refugees, of whom 
séveral hundred thousand have been 
expejled from Arab countries as a re- 
sult_of Arab-Jewish tension. 

There must be some way out of this 
dilemma. But first we must grasp the 
fundamental reality that the Arab lands 
are potentially wealthy, so wealthy that 
the political apprehensions of the Arab 
leaders vis-a-vis Israel and Israel’s sup- 
posed ambitions are either fraudulent 
or paranoiac.

>It is really not enough for Mr. Alsop 
to say that “logical or not, these fears 
exist.” A way must be shown the Arab 
leaders of converting their vast lands 
into the gardens they could become. 
The revenues from their enormous oil 
regaérves must be applied to the reha- 
Dilitation and reconstruction of their 
tottering social orders. It is only in this 

way that the Middle East can become 

a. “bastion” of democracy and not, as 
Me Alsop terms it, the “inflammable 
riush” it is today. 

> There is no reason in the nature of 

why this cannot be done. There 
are, we believe, enough elements of vi- 
tality. among the awakening Arab na- 
titis® to support a genuine attempt to 
pple with the material and social 
lems of that area, and help the 
Agab,- governments emerge from the 
miasma of small-mindedness, ill-tem- 
pered resentments, and baseless fears 
that at presen vitiate all discussion.

French position, now supported by Mr. Eden, 
is that the same reasons would apply to Chi- 
nese aggression in Indochina. 

Yet to resist, to hold on, to expend lives and 
treasure in another long struggle leading prob- 
ably to another military stalemate, is not enough. 
If resistance is necessary should aggression 
come, even more necessary is it, by creative 
statesmanship, to avert if possible the circum- 
stance under which aggression might come. 

France’s Foreign Minister Schuman was on 
the right track when just before the Pleven 
government fell, he called for a céase-fire in 
Indochina. It is impossible to know whether a 
cease-fire on honorable terms can be obtained. 
But certainly an honest effort to obtain one 
would be far preferable to a policy of drifting 
into an enlarged conflict there. 

Korea has established the fact that the Com- 
munists cannot throw the U.N. off the Asian 
mainland, and that the U.N. cannot drive the 
Communists out of North Korea, without an 
expansion of the war which neither side, so far, 
has chosen to undertake. If the Chinese should 
intervene in Indochina, and if that should bring 
the response of increased U.N. resistance, prob- 
ably the same sort of stalemate would be estab- 
lished there. Would it not be much better to 
recognize the situation in advance, and seek 
to stabilize it? 

France is currently without a government, 
but Foreign Minister Schuman undoubtedly 
speaks for the French people when he calls for 
a settlement in Indochina. Steps should be tak- 
en in the United States and Britain to back him 
up. It should be made perfectly clear that, 
while the West will resist aggression, it is also 
ready for a settlement that will remove any 
possible excuse for aggression. 

Meantime American aid in materials and sup- 
plies. to the French in Indochina is evidence for 
the Kremlin that the United States is against 
Communist aggression wherever it occurs.

Princess Margaret of England is being criti- 
cized for the second straight year by the League 
Against Cruel Sports, which we suppose is 
somehow significant of her having passed her 
twenty-first birthday and being grown up. It is 
said that people can tell they are growing older 
by the feeling that whatever they do is being 
done over again. Princess Margaret plainly is 
growing older, as the League Against Cruel 
Sports intimates, perhaps not too kindly. 

We mind us when Margaret was so young 
that she was not growing older, as attested by 
the fact that she was never criticized for the 
same thing twice. It took a fast-moving critic 
to criticize Her Highness for the same thing 
once before it had heen relegated to public 
apathy by something new. 

Four years ago the Sunday Pictorial criticized 
Princess Margaret for staying up late four eve- 
nings in one week. Next year The Daily Express 
put a peeping-Tom telephoto lens on a camera 
and photographed her swimming on Capri, in a 
fetching bathing suit, with her equerry, Maj. 
Thomas Harvey, of whom it must be said he 
wore a felt hat and a shirt with the tail out over 
his swimming shorts. The Princess was not too 
much dashed, for two months later she and 
Sharman Douglas danced the can-can in frilly 
black pants at the United States Embassy. 

Last year the League Against Cruel Sports 
Giticized her for having “followed a hunt of 
the Pytchley foxhounds on Jan. 6 in a motor 
vehicle.” The Masters of the Fox Hounds rose 
to her defense, but the L.A.C.S. is back scolding 
Margaret again this year for attending a nteet 
of the Bucclegh Hounds in Scotland.

A Parliament for Europe 

The world does move! 

Less than a month ago Italian Premier DeGas- 
peri asked the European Assembly at Stras- 
bourg to study the possibility of a federal par- 
liament for the continent, and his proposal was 
severely criticized. 

Now the foreign ministers of six European 
countries—France, Italy, West Germany, Bel- 
gium, the Netherlands and Luxembourg—have 
drawn up rather detailed plans for the estab- 
lishment of such a parliament by Jan. 1, 1955. 

Of course, ministers may propose while gov- 
ernments dispose. The obstacles to an organic, 
political integration of Europe—as against a 
close, co-operative military alliance—are numer- 
ous and deep-seated. Nations which have been 
wary of each other for centuries and centuries 
may not be readily welded together—especially 
not with a piece of paper. 

The paper drawn up by the foreign ministers 
in Paris, however, is a notable advance toward 
an all-important goal. It calls for the establish- 
ment, within three years, of a bicameral parlia- 
ment. elected directly by the people of the six 
countries. This parliament would have the fun- 
damental, power of levying taxes. 

It would set up and administer a joint de- 
fense budget, and it would also administer eco- 
nomic and industrial arrangements under the 


’ Schuman Plan. Thus it would exercise much of 


the sovereignty now vested in the individual na- 
tions and would have authority over wide and 
vital segments of their life. 

The foreign ministers do not expect such a 
parliament to come to life over-night, so they 
have outlined two preliminary steps. First, there 
would be a preliminary period during which de- 
fense appropriations would be voted by the six 
national parliaments and administered by a 
joint international board. In addition to this 
board, there would be the Council of Ministers 
and Assembly chosen by the six parliaments. 
(This is, in effect, the present Strasbourg set-up 
plus the defense board.) 

In the second phase, more power would be 
conferred on the international defense board, 
and the military budget would be originated in 
the European Assembly. But it would still be 
voted by. the individual parliaments. 


elected international parliament would replace 


the interim bodies, and it would take over basic - 


powers from the national parliaments. 


What seems simple and easy on paper may | 


prove anything but easy in actuality. As we have 
said, history, tradition and culture make Euro- 


pean integration difficult. Also, short-sighted 


politicians may set themselves against the neces- 
sary delegations of sovereignty. Some, like De- 
Gaulle, already have done so, The’ Russians al- 
most surely will continue to do what they can, 
directly or indirectly, to strip the gears. Undue 
pressure from the United States might be self- 
defeating. 

But the idea of integration, if not of: full unl- 
fication, has gotten its roots into the European 
mind. Those roots are sending up little sprouts 
such as this parliamentary plan. And, who knows, 
one of these sprouts may shoot up and burgeon 
as a United Europe,

‘Taft’s Strength in the Senate 


As President Truman is plagued and blocked 
by the Southern Democrats, would Dwight Eis- 
enhower, if elected president, be plagued and 
blocked by the Taft Republicans? The question 
may be speculative and premature, but it is in- 
teresting. 

On the day after Gen. Eisenhower made his 
announcement in Paris, the Senate Republicans 
met to choose a new floor leader as successor 
to the late Senator Wherry. Precedent and cus- 


tom argued for the promotion of Senator Salton-~ 


stall of Massachusetts, the party whip. But Sen- 
ator Saltonstall is an Eisenhower man, and the 
Taft forces determined to deny him the leader- 
ship. They succeeded in electing Senator Styles 
Bridges of New Hampshire by a vote of 26 to 15. 

As the vote indicates, Taft’s strength in the 
Senate as of now probably exceeds: Gen. Eisen- 
hower’s by nearly two to one. This estimate is 
borne out by the record of Republican votes last 
year on sending more troops to Europe. 

Nineteen Republican Senators—not including 
Taft—voted against the compromise resolution 
which approved the Truman-Eisenhower policy 
of sending four new divisions. These 19, includ- 
ing such men as Bricker, Jenner, Dirksen and 
Kem, may be considered to represent the hard 
core of opposition to Gen. Eisenhower on foreign 
policy. 

In addition to them, Senator Taft can prob- 
ably count on 10 or more members of his party 
to follow his leadership on foreign affairs. For 
example, 28 Republicans supported the Mundt 
amendment to the troops-for-Europe resdlution, 
designed to make it plain that no troops could 
be sent abroad without congressional approval, 
which was essentially the Taft position. Thus 
Taft can plausibly claim a bloc of close to 30 
Republicans at present, out of a total of 46. 

Whether he would command that much 
strength in the new Senate taking office next 
year is anybody’s guess, but this much can be 
said: If Gen. Eisenhower is nominated and 
elected, the probability is that he will face a 
substantial bloc of Republican Senators, compar- 
able to the Southern bloc now faced by Presi- 
dent Truman, whose support for his policies 
would depend upon the pleasure of Senator Taft. 
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Checking Funeral Costs 
Families of at least 29 of the 119 miners killed 
in the Orient No. 2 gas explosion have benefited 
by the existence of an unusual enterprise— 
Union’ Funeral Service, a co-operative under- 


‘taking establishment operated by the United 


Mine Workers’ Local 1111. 

Union Funeral Service conducted burials of 
29 of the 49 miners who lived at West Frankfort 
at an average cost of $550, not including vaults 
ordered by about half the families. What makes 
this figure noteworthy is its comparison with 
the average bill of $700 handed widows and or- 
phans left by the 111 miners killed at Centralia 
in 1947. The funeral of one of the Centralia 
victims cost $1184. 

Exorbitant funeral costs, such as _ those 
charged by some private undertakers to families 
of the Centralia dead, are sickening. As we said 
at the time, that is the sort of shameless, nause- 
ous greed that makes, a person's blood boil. It 
is heartening, therefore, to learn that the non- 
profit Union Funeral Service is helping some 
widows and orphans stretch burial funds. 

But perhaps more important, charges of the 
union’s undertaking firm will provide an excel- 
lent yardstick by which survivors of the other 
victims of Orient No. 2 may measure their fu- 
neral bills. We hope that no funeral director has 
taken advantage of those grief-stricken families 
in their hour of distress. A comparison of costs 
with those of Union Funeral Service should tell 
the story. 
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Speed-Up for Tax Cases 

Secretary of the Treasury Snyder is removing 
some more useless barriers against tax prosecu- 
tions in the Bureau of Internal Revenue. From 
now on, cases for prosecution will be sent di- 
rectly from field offices of the bureau to the 
Justice Department. 

Until now, these cases were jumped succes- 
sively from field offices to regional offices to 
the bureau’s chief counsel: They could be and 
sometimes Were held up at any point along the 
line. Charles Oliphant, who resigned under fire 
as chief counsel, was criticized for obstruction- 
ism in tax evasion cases. 

Such cases are serious enough to demand 
quick action at a high level, so the new system 
makes sense. It never did make sense to shunt 
tax dodgers across a series of hurdles, only to 
have too many of them fall flat. 
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Dewey Short on Economic Aid 

As he often does, Dewey Short has taken 
a position which everybody would like to take, 
but which many people are dissugded from tak- 
ing by a few second thoughts. 

Representative Short wants to cut off eco- 
nomic aid to Europe. Zut! Forthwith. 

This is a nice, easy solution to a vexing prob- 
lem, but let’s look at the second thoughts. Should 
we cut off economic aid if it means, as it would, 
reducing the capacity of Western Europe to 
share in the defenSe program we are -pushing? 
Should we cut off economic aid if it meant, as 
it might, the creation of unrest which would 
encourage Communism from within while we 
seek to build a barrier against Communism from 
without? Should we cut off economic aid before 
the causes for Europe’s economic insufficiency 


have been removed—in other words, withdraw .

cured? 

Representative Short is on the right track. 
Economic aid to Europe should indeed be re- 
duced when it can be done. But let him first 
tell us how to restore Western Europe’s normal 
trade with Eastern Europe, how to improve the 
terms on which it trades with the rest of the 
world, how to reduce the arms burden, and how 
to increase Europe's productivity. These are the 
reasons for economic aid, and they must be

In 1949 Americans spent as much on their public schools as they 
spent On tobacco, and only half as much as on liquor; neglect shows 
in understaffed, underpaid teaching groups and inadequate build- 
yet now more than ever intelligence is at a premium.

Dollars don’t tell everything about the 
amount of thought and effort Americans 
are putting into the education of their 
children. But they tell plenty. 


Consider the fact that in 1949 Americans 
spent about as much on their public ele- 
mentary and secondary schools as they 
spent on tobacco and only half as much 
as on liquor. Put the five billion dollars 
devoted to education against the 20 
billions spent on gambling and compare 
the results. Remember that far more 
money is lavished on entertainment, jew- 
elry, cosmetics, and soft drinks than on 
educating a generation of Americans who 
will be responsible for tomorrow’s mo- 
mentous decisions. 

The taxpayer, groaning under the bur- 
den of rearmament, legitimately demands 
that all public expenditures not absolutely 
vital at this time be curtailed. But while 
thoughtless billions flow into luxuries 
which in some cases are positive social 
evils it is hard to make a case for choosing 
public education as the point at which 
spending must stop. American youth de- 
serves better than that. 

It is ironic that, in general, states pay- 
ing the largest percentage of the income 
of their citizens for schools have an aver- 
age or less-than-average economic ability. 

Y is ironic that public schools have been 
included among “less essential building 
projects” in the allocation of steel, though 
it is estimated that 520,000 new classroom 


units bétween now and 1960 will be need- 
ed to keep abreast of expanding needs. 

It is ironic that between 1940 and 1950 
the average salary of teachers, principals 
and supervisors increased only 108 per 
cent as against a 132 per cent increase for 
all gainfully employed persons—though 
the pay was low to begin with and there 
is need to attract many more able people 
to a profession already overworked and 
understaffed. 


The United States is attacked by critics 
all over the world as being materialistic. 
It is far from that, as the record of its 
contemporary philanthropy shows—includ- 
ing the unselfish idealism of a good many 
members of the teaching profession. But 
materialistic pressures everywhere would 
constantly seek to subordinate men to 
things, ideas to dollars, intelligence to 
force. This is especially true in a period 
in which grim necessity demand§ a huge 
outlay on the weapons of war. 

Now more than ever America. needs 
alert, well-informed citizens, independent 
thinkers, skilled workers. Intelligence is 
at a premium—though under suspicion 
from those who do not see that a_ book 
may. be more powerful than a bomb. For- 
tunately the choice is not between schools 
and bombers. In-between stand the tav- 
ern, the race track and a million luxuries 
which prove that if Americans want good 
schools they can pay for them—as well as 
for the bombers. 


A Cardinal on Franco Spain 


From The Commonweal 


That diffidence toward the Franco re- 
gime today need not simply be a carry- 
over from the tragic Spanish Civil War is 
substantiated by a speech by Cardinal Se- 
gura of Seville, published the first of De- 
cember. It was devoted to the present con- 
dition of the Spanish worker. 

Because of their rude struggle for bare 
subsistence, the Cardinal said, the work- 
ers in Spain are apathetic toward politics 
of any sort, Toward present trade unions 
they manifest a similar attitude, con- 
vinced that their unions are simply state 
organs which wete tools of management. 
They hold that “employers and the weal- 
thy” comprise the main obstacle to their 
economic betterment. 

As a consequence the Spanish worker 
lists his enemies in the following order of 
importance: “employers, the wealthy, the 
Church—which he does not fear—and the 
Army—which he does.” He “believes that 
the official wage he receives is a starva- 
tion wage and therefore unjust.” 


Finally Cardinal Segura declares that 
“the workers believe themselves to be 
slaves. They say that in the past slaves 
were bought and now they are rented.” 
The Cardinal presented his statements on 
the basis of investigations into the condi- 
tion of the workers in the Archdiocese 
of Seville, but they are held to be typical 
of many parts of Spair. 


_ Cardinal Segura has long been a critic 
of the a of Franco. And in this same 
speech he did praise the regime for its 
acc lisiments in low-cost housing... It 
must further be recognized that whatever 
the political regiine in Spain it would be 
confronted by economic difficulties. 


But the general tenor of Cardinal Se- 
gura’s vigorous plea to improve the living 
conditions and the status of the Spanish 
worker goes far to explain why independ- 
ent observers in many lands entertain 
continuing doubts about the Franco re- 
gime as it exists today.

Special emphasis is laid on 
work in new housing areas. An- 
other goal is the enlistment of 
new Salvation Army soldfers. 

“The crusade is the army’s re- 
sponse to the desperate needs of 
this uneasy, restless, frightened 
world; to mankind’s frustrations, 
fears and bewilderment,” Gen. 
Orsborn explained. 

The St, Louis organization ob- 
served a day of prayer on Thurs- 
day at the Tower Grove Citadel, 
1324 Tower Grove avenue, The 
services were led by Col. Rams- 
dale, with the various corps of 
greater St. Louis taking part. One 
service was held at 2 p.m, and 
another at 7:30 p.m. The prayer 
services here were part of a 
world-wide observance designated 
by Gen. Orsborn. During the year 
“fireside prayer meetings” will 
be held in all neighborhoods 
where the Salvation Army works.

NE of the most difficult problems a schoolteacher has to 
() met is the one in which the parent insists that he has 

one sort of child while the child plainly proclaims he is 
another sort entirely. The teacher wants to go along with 
the pupil he has, the parent wants him to create the dream 
child he insists upon having. The pupil is torn between the 
two forces, his parents’ dream and his own nature. 

Many a parent longs to fulfill his broken dream in the 
life of his child. It is rarely possible for anybody to live 
again in the life of another. Each of us is given his own 
chance at life, just that one, no more. Any attempt to be re- 
incarnated in the form of one’s child is doomed to failure, 
most painful failure, from the start.

USUALLY SUCH AN AMBITION calls for a star per- 
formance on the child’s side. Never mind if he has no talent 
of the kind. Never mind that he indicates skill, talent, high 
ability in another direction. He must stop being himself 
and be the dream creature his fond parent projects as his 
own greatness. No good comes of it, nothing but discord, dfs- 
ruption and estrangement. 

A boy does well in his high school course and his father 
is delighted. He decides once more that the law, or medicine, 
or engineering, Whatever his youthful ambition had chosen, 
is the course his son shall take.

HE avocado still retains a lit- 

tle glamour. Although no 

longer in the luxury class as 
it was when it first began to come 
on the market, it is still a treat 
to us. No gift that I received at 
Christmas time was more appre- 
ciated than a box of this pear-like 
fruit. 

When they arrived, the pears 
were not ripe enough to eat. By 
keeping some of them at room 
temperature and putting others in 
the refrigerator, I have been en- 
joying them for several weeks, 
most of them have been used at 
parties. Nothing adds more to a 
salad nor makes a more attractive 
appetizer than the avocado that 
Was once known as the alligator 
pear. . California has coined a 
name to describe the fruit that is 
cultivated so well in that state, 
Most of the calavos are large, 
with dark green skins and firm, 
yellowish green flesh. 


As the avocados ripen, the skins 
darken. Care must be taken that 
the fruit is not bruised as this 
causes spoilage. One of the most 
attractive ways of serving is to 
halve them. After the large pit 
is removed, the centers should be 
sprinkled with ‘lemon juice. 
Halved avocados filled with diced 
fruit and drenched with French 
dressing and served on a bed of 
lettuce are a good choice for Sun- 
day night supper. With them, 
hot bran biscuits are particularly 
suitable, as the crisp texture con- 
mong so well with that of the 
ruit, 


Alternate slices of avocado and 
grapefruit garnished with strips 
of scarlet pimiento make attrac- 
tive individual servings. A few 
Slices in a tossed green salad to 
which has been added chilled, 
cooked rice, are an asset. An- 
other interesting method of treat- 
ing the avocado is to fill the 
halves with creamed shrimp or 
other fish before baking in a hot 
oven. 


Avocado Rice Salad. 


Combine chilled, cooked rice 
with an equal amount of diced 
avocado and minced onion to 
taste. Mix lightly with well sea- 
soned sour cream and serve on 
bed of lettuce. 


Bran Buttermilk Biscuits. 


One-half cup ready-to-eat bran, 
three-fourths cup buttermilk, one 
and one-half cups sifted flour, 
one teaspoon baking powder, one- 
half teaspoon soda, one teaspoon 
salt, one-third cup shortening. 


Soak ready-to-eat bran in but- 
termilk. Sift dry ingredients to- 
gether. Cut in shortening until 
mixture is like coarse cornmeal. 
Add soaked bran and stir until 
dough is well blended. Turn onto 
floured board and knead lightly. 
Roll or pat to one-half inch thick- 
ness and cut with floured cutter. 
Bake on lightly greased pan in 
preheated hot oven (450 degrees) 
about 12 minutes. Yield: 12 
biscuits (two and one-half inches 
in. diameter). Note: If sweet milk 
is used instead of buttermilk, 
omit soda and increase baking 
powder to three teaspoons.

An “Eyesore.” 


UR correspondent refers to 
0 “eyesore” as a siang term, 

perhaps because it is not a 
euphemistic, that is, not an agree- 
able expression. Actually the dic- 
tionary defines the word as 
“Something offensive to the eye 
or sight.” 

Thus its employment as we 
know it in everyday speech seems 
to be quite orthodox. The thing 
you call an “eyesore” is not mere- 
ly lacking in beauty of allure, 
it is something definitely and 
positively unpleasant to the point 
of annoyance, One is irritated for 
looking at something—or the 
very seeing of it—that could with 
propriety be termed an eyesore. 

This seems to be one of the 
coinings of Shakespeare, for it 
is in his work that it enjoyed its 
first usage in print. It is in the 
second scene of Act. III of “The 
Taming of the Shrew” that it 
first appears on the record, thus: 
“Fie, doff this habit, shame to

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USUALLY, tension in the joints 
is responsible. When your body 
hinges are relaxed and flexible, 
gaucheriés just don’t occur.

Look at your hands and 
you'll see grace and poise. The 
same principle of relaxation gov- 
erns the grace of your feet, legs, 
arms, shoulders and head. 


THESE TWO EXERCISES per- 

formeg daily will transform an 
ordinary gesture into a lovely ex- 
hibit of your charm: 
‘In front of your mirror, raise 
your arms, with palms up, to 
slightly below shoulder level. 
Check to be sure each joint feels 
relaxed. Then slowly and rhyth- 
mically swing your hands toward 
each other at chest level, gradual- 
ly turning them over. By the 
time your wrists cross, your 
hands should be turned so that 
the palms face one another. Con- 
tinue your swing until the backs 
of the hands rest on your shoul- 
ders. Reverse the swing to bring 
your hands back to starting posi- 
tion. 

Swing both arms forward to 
full extension at shoulder level, 
palms down. Then, without pause, 
swing the arms down to your 
sides and up to shoulder level at 
the sides. Now, very gradually, 
describe wide arcs with your 
hands so that your wrists cross 
in front of your abdomen. With 
a quick upward fling, return your 
hands to the shoulder level posi- 
tion at the sides.

QUITE ASIDE from the use of 

iceboxes as home refrigerators, 
the ice industry has gone forward 
in several fields.

Re- 
ports indicate that this adds to 
the volume of sales. 

Ice is employed to keep vege- 
tables, fruits and meats cold 
while they are on railway refrig- 
erator cars, also on ocean vessels. 

An interesting step in recent 
years has been the use of ice 
water sprays on vegetables and 


ture. For this reason most of 
their refrigerators are fitted with | 
covered drawers in which vege- 
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fruits. Such sprays are applied, 
in many cases, soon after the 
picking is done.
